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Should town restore harbor pavilion for John Smith Day? 

Proposal floated before preservation committee

Officials quipped this 
week that Cohasset has had 
400yeara to plan for an 
event slated for Sept. 13 of 
this year.* The anniversary of 
Captain John Smith’s land- 
ing in what was then called 
Quonahassit harbor in 1614. 

Nevertheless, the town is 
running out of time to re- 
store the 100-year-old pavil- 
ion at Lawrence Wharf at 
the harbor that commemo- 
rates the historic event that 
occurred some six years be- 
fore the Pilgrims stepped on 
Plimoth Rock. 

On Monday night the 
Community Preservation 
Committee discussed what 
could be done to fix the 
structure that was built 100 
years ago as part of the then 
300th-anniversary celebra- 
tion so it would be ready for 
John Smith Day slated for 
this September. 

CPC member Todd Goff, 
who also sits on the Cohas- 
set Historical Commission 
and is a proponent of restor- 
ing the structure, would love 
to see have some “architec- 
tural vocabulary.” 

But he stressed that open-

ing up a full restoration 
might “open up a can of 
worms” in that many people 
have ideas about what they 
do not want there. “I think 
you whatever you put out 
there, there would be sub- 
section of people who would 
just hate it,” he said. 

Goff added that, at the 
very least, the structure 
should be “gussied up” with 
a coat of paint and repairs 
to the roof to make it pre- 
sentable for the town cele- 
bration. 

CPC Chairman Russell 
Bonetti pointed out that 
CPC funds are restricted in 
terms of historical preserva- 
tion. They have to be used to 
restore what is there and 
not create something new, 
no matter how historically 
relevant. 

“I would not support 
changing it, even though I 
agree it could look a whole 
lot nicer,” Bonetti said about 
using CPC monies. “We can- 
not change it, we must re- 



store what is there.” 

The conversation turned 
into somewhat of a debate 
when Bonetti made note 
that he did not feel the 
pavilion fell under recre- 
ation. (Recreation, along 
with historical, open space 
and affordable housing, is 
one of the “buckets” each 
gamering 10 percent of 
CPC funds that are deposit- 
ed annually and must be 
used for that purpose. The 
remainder of the CPC mon- 
ey goes into “unallocated” 
and can be used in any of 
those categories) 

Bonetti said he drove by 
the pavilion daily and park- 
ing there is practically im- 
possible due to all the other 
harbor activities. 

But Goff noted that when 
the pavilion was constructed 
a century ago, cars were far 
less numerous. “It was, has 
been and will remain a 
recreational facility for peo- 
ple to use,” he said.

Kennedy, who is also a 
member of the CPC, asked 
the committee to step back 
and pretend that time and 
money were not issues. “We 
are talking about using tax- 
payer resources," she said.

The committee reached a 
general consensus to table 
the discussion to allow the 
historical commission to 
weigh in. 

Goff said if nothing else, 
an application for funding

have a unique partnership 
in that the clock belongs to 
the town and the tower be- 
longs to the church. 

Due to the critical nature 
of the situation, the church 
went ahead and got the 
work done, she said. 

CPC Member Margy 
Charles noted that the 
church-and-state issue was 
bound to come up again this 
year. 

“There is going to be lots 
of talk about that,” Charles 
said. “But the tower is defi- 
nitely historic and we 
should put in our oar to 
support your request as a 
CPC committee and see 
what happens at Town 
Meeting.” 

CPC Chair Russ Bonetti, 
who said he personally sup- 
ports the request, said the 
difference this year is the re- 
quest for funds is coming af- 
ter the fact. “The difference 
here is that this is a reim- 
bursement,” he said. “This 
could potentially open the 
floodgates to other re- 
quests.” 

After the meeting in a 
phone call, Bonetti made it 
clear that he approached the 
church about seeking fund- 
ing for the tower restoration 
when he saw the work being 
done there. He explained 
that part of the role of the 
CPC is to look for projects

CPA funds 

• The Community Preservation Act was signed into law 13 
years ago and from that point on, about 150 cities and 
towns including Cohasset have adopted the legislation al- 
lowing them to obtain Community Preservation Funds to 
purchase open space; rehabilitate historic structures and 
develop affordable housing. 

• CPA funds are generated from two sources, a town real 
estate tax surcharge (in Cohasset 1.5 percent after the 
first $100,000 of valuation) and some level of state 
match, determined from year-to-year. The state funds are 
derived from a $20 surcharge on all documents filed in 
the Recorder of Deeds Office statewide (e.g. mortgages, 
deeds, homesteads, etc.). 

• Under the Community Preservation Act, 10 percent of 
the monies accumulated in a town's Community Preser- 
vation Fund must go toward preserving open space, an- 
other 10 percent toward historic preservation, 10 percent 
for recreation and 10 percent toward community housing. 
The remaining money can be spent for any of the above. 
Any money in the fund that is not appropriated can be 
banked for future years. Borrowing is also allowed with 
payments for interest and principal coming out of the 
fund, 

• The Community Preservation Committee reviews pro- 
posals and recommends appropriating money from the 
Community Preservation Fund on projects supporting low 
and moderate income housing, historical preservatic.', 
recreation and open space acquisition and preservation. 
Town Meeting voters have the final say. 

• How much Cohasset has in its Community Preservation 
Fund account was not available at the CPC meeting ori 
March 17. Chairman Russ Bonetti said he would have the 
figures for the March 24 meeting. According to the Com- 
munity Preservation Coalition website, Cohasset has col- 
lected about $3.8 million through its local surcharge and 
has received about $2.5 million in matching state funds 
since adopting the CPA in 2001. Over the years, the voters 
have allocated preservation funds at Town Meeting for 
myriad projects ranging from preserving town archives to 
purchasing open space. 



that could use preservation 
funds. 

“I feel that the town has 
an obligation to protect a 
valuable town-owned object 
(the clock) from being dam- 



aged in the event the tower 
were to structurally fail, 
which is why I approached 
First Parish,” he said. 

At this week’s meeting, 
CPC member Todd Goff 



suggested that going for- 
ward, the church have a 
Historic Structures Report 
done on the meetinghouse. 
“It is the most important 
building in town and an 
HSR would put you on a 
preservation calendar so 
you would know categori- 
cally every detail in that 
building from its foundation 
to the roof line.” 

He explained that an HSR 
would provide the church 
with informed stewardship 
of the building so it would 
not be reacting to problems 
such as the rot in the tower. 

“Stewardship of a build- 
ing is like wrestling a tiger,” 
Goff said. “I understand it is 
not easy. It is hard and com- 
ing up with funding is a 
never-ending struggle.” 

McMorris said she appre- 
ciated the suggestion and 
the parish committee would 
be seeking out Goff’s advice 
about the possibility of ob- 
taining an HSR. 

Larry Lunt of First Parish 
told the committee that the 
downside of not repairing 
the clock tower could be ex- 
posing the town to lawsuits. 
“If a Nor’easter brought that 
tower down and the town 
clock fell on town property 
and hurt someone, what 
kind of financial exposure 
would Cohasset face?” he 
asked. “The church should 
not be penalized for going 
ahead and repairing it.”

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War on drugs 



If any good can come from the shocking death last month of 
actor Philip Seymour Hofiman of a drug overdose it would be 
raising awareness of how drug addiction can happen to anyone. 

Those following the story know that Hofiman - with a sy- 
ringe still stuck in his arm — was found dead in a New York 
City apartment from mixed drug intoxication including heroin, 
cocaine, Benzodiazpines and amphetamine. Hoffmans death 
was ruled an accident, according to authorities. 

Why would someone with family, feme, fortune and the ap- 
preciation of thousands of fans abuse drugs? There is no simple 
answer except that drug abuse is a complex health problem that 
affects people of all walks of life and economic circumstances. 
What is dear, however, is that these “acddental” deaths are the 
result of addiction. Use of heroin, an incredibly addictive drug 
can result in a self-inflicted death sentence. 

"There’s no such thing as a good batch of heroin,” said Drug 
Enforcement Agency special agent and spokesman Anthony 
Pettigrew. “It’s all poison, basically. When you’re using heroin, 
it’s like playing Russian roulette.” 

What is reaffy scary is that the heroin problem is hitting dose 
to home. 

Mary health professionals and law enforcement officials say opi- 
ate kddicts often start with prescription painkillers, then move to 
cheaper, more potent heroin. 

Dr. Joseph Shrand, medical director at the Brockton-based CAS- 
TLE treatment program, said he has seen heroin addicts as young 
as 13 or 14. 

At least 185 Bay State residents have died from heroin over- 
doses in the past four months, according to data the Massachu- 
setts State Police recently released. And those figures exdude 
Boston, Springfidd and Worcester, the state’s three largest 
dties. 

This news should be a wake-up call to anyone who thought 
the “War oh Drugs” launched in the 1380s by then First Lady 
Nancy Reagan was won. The battle against drug abuse is ongo- 
ing and the fight is more difficult and dangerous than ever. 

The' Cohasset Police Department has responded to three sus- 
pected overdoses since December 2013. Thankfully there were 
no Vitalities in those cases. 

“Since earty September 2013, the police department has tak- 
en steps to partner with, the Cohasset Board of Health, the Co- 
hasset Firt Department, and the Norfolk County District Attor- 
ney's Office. This week, we started a dialog with the Social 
Service League of Cohasset to see how they could help us,” Act- 
ing Police Chief William Quigley said. 



“It will be thfough these strong community-based partner- 
ships that we attack this epidemic,” he said.

* The beginning of the 
present day restoration and 
renovation plans for the 
Town Hall began in 2007. 
At that time (as is the case 
today) there were many 
complaints from town em- 
ployees, officials and citi- 
zens as to the functionality 
or lade thereof the old Town 
Hall. Especially, bathrooms 
that don’t work, heating 
problems, electrical issues, 
etc. 

In order to begin in recti- 
fying these issues that 
everyone knew existed, one 
would first have to quantify 
them. Therefore, in 2007 a 
committee was assembled 
by the Selectman to partake 
fn a feasibility study for the 
old Town Hall. The Com- 
mittee consisted of David 
H. Farrag (a real estate at- 
torney and Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission), 
Lisa Pratt, (Cohasset Drama 
Club), Werner Diekmann 
(Engineer and Member of 
She Cohasset Historical So- 
ciety), David Wadsworth 
Clbwn Archivist and Town 
Historian), and Donna 
McGee (former Advisory 
Board Member). 

The charge of the Com- 
mittee was subject but not 
limited to: 

• Perform an existing 
Space Utilization Analysis 
pf the building to determine 
the best use of the existing 
(space. 

j • Perform an Energy Effi- 
ciency review of the build- 
ing envelope, induding rec- 
ommendations for improve- 
ments. 

< • Undertake an existing 
Conditions survey and eval- 
uation of all existing electri- 
cal, mechanical, plumbing 
and fire protection systems, 
with recommendations for 
improvements. 

• Perform an analysis of 
interior and exterior archi- 
tectural existing conditions 
and make recommenda- 
tions for protecting the his- 
toric integrity of the build- 
ing. 

• Define the scope of 
work necessary for the reha- 
bilitation/restoration of the 
antique portion of the Town 
Hall 

• Prepare cost estimates 
for all proposed improve- 
ments and general rehabili- 
tation. 

The primary design goals 
for Cohasset Town Hall will 
be to improve the use of in- 
ferior space, improve the 
energy efficiency of the 
building envelope, and to 
improve existing utilities 
and building systems. 

A Request for Proposal 
(RFP) was bid for these 
services and the architec- 
tural firm Carr, Lynch and 
SandeQ was chosen and 
awarded the contract to 
perform the feasibility 
I study. Jim Sandel] Archi- 
tect and Cohasset Resident 



was the team leader; John 
Hecker and associate in the 
firm had extensive experi- 
ence in restoration as well 
(John had worked on the 
report of the Old South 
Meetinghouse in Boston). 
The study was comprehen- 
sive, it included a structural 
study of the building, build- 
ing code analysis, electrical 
analysis, historical analysis, 
HVAC, plumbing analysis 
and cost estimation for the 
buildings restoration and 
renovation. 

Historical Analysis 

As a part of the historical 
analysis of the building, 
Sarah B. Chase, from Lex- 
ington who holds a Masters 
Degree in Historic Preser- 
vation from the Boston Uni- 
versity was the preservation 
consultant Her role was to 
quantify the historical as- 
pects of the building, which 
was not an easy task. The 
building was built in 1857, 
Mezzanine added in 1879 
and renovation in 1928. Af- 
ter that some maintenance 
was sporadically completed 
through the years. There 
was a lot of historical over- 
lap to ascertain. Sarah was 
able to discover the age of 
all the windows as well as 
the historic features of the 
building inside and out 
Her work is encapsulated in 
the feasibility report. She 
also was able to create the 
process of how the windows 
should be properly restored. 

A lot of history of the 
building was discovered 
during this process. In the 
beginning of the feasibility 
report all the Articles from 
town meeting regarding 
Town Hall were synthesized 
and listed from 1857-the 
present. 

Structural Analysis 

Structural Analysis was 
performed by Structures 
North a leader in the busi- 
ness. They found the exist- 
ing structure to be in excel- 
lent condition. The review 
of the existing floor capaci- 
ties and overall layout and 
condition of the vertical 
structure showed that it is 
capable of either maintain- 
ing its existing structural 
form or adapting to a pro- 
posed space re-use in which 
a floor similar to the origi- 
nal 2nd floor would be re- 
constructed for use as a per- 
formance space. 

However, they also identi- 
fied some existing structural 
concerns caused by water 
infiltration at the founda- 
tion and purlin overstress at 
the roof. Those conditions 
will require attention in the 
form of discrete repairs. 

One of the reasons that 
water was infiltrating the 
basement was that the gut- 
ters were not the proper 
size. They were residential 
size instead of commercial. 
Therefore, water would 
sheet off the building dur- 
ing a rainstorm, drop to the 
ground and seep into the 
basement as flooding oc- 
curred,

Architectural Engmeerc 
Inc. of Boston performed 
the Electrical, HVAC, and 



Plumbing analysis. Under 
the 1987 addition project, a 
new 600amp, 120/208V 3- 
phase, 4-wire electrical 
service was installed in the 
addition. The original 200 
amp fused panel service, in 
the original building, was 
reconnected to the new 
service. All power distribu- 
tion in the original building 
has reached the end of its 
useful life and needs to be 
replaced. The existing serv- 
ice may be re-used to feed 
new electrical panels in the 
original building; however, 
the capacity of this service 
will still need to be reviewed 
to confirm its ability to 
serve the updated original 
building. 

They recommend replac- 
ing the existing FACP, even 
though it was previously re- 
placed in 1987, to facilitate 
compatibility with new de- 
vices and circuiting. The ex- 
isting master box maybe re- 
used and reconnected to the 
new system. The existing 
devices and circuiting from 
the 1987 addition can be re- 
connected to the new sys- 
tem. 

All existing lighting 
equipment had reached the 
end of their useful life and 
needed to be replaced. All 
lighting controls and system 
efficiencies will meet the re- 
quirements of the most re- 
cent energy code. Emer- 
gency fighting will be pro- 
vided with integral battery 
ballasts or unit emergency 
lighting units. 

Fire Protection 

The existing old Tbwn 
Hall building is currently 
not provided with an auto- 
matic fire suppression sys- 
tem (sprinklers). The 1987 
addition was provided with 
a wet sprinkler system. 

The original building will 
require a complete sprin- 
kler system when it is modi- 
fied. Wet sprinkler heads 
will be required in the base- 
ment storage areas, the 
dressing rooms, the stage 
area and the fly space 
above, the main auditorium 
and the Town Offices. 
Therefore, the sprinkler sys- 
tem for the 1987 addition 
should be expanded to in- 
clude the original building. 

The conclusion was that 
the old Town Hall was in a 
serious state of disrepair: 
Non-working toilets, holes 
in the floor and ceiling, no 
fire suppression system. 
Most if not all the systems 
in the building were at the 
end of their lifecycle. The 
issues of the old Tbwn Hall 
had now been quantified. 

Next week’s article will 
detail the plans and partial 
restoration from the 2008 
Feasibility Study.

THE REV. KEN

I was among the well over 
a hundred people who at- 
tended the showing of 
“Chasing Ice" at the Loring 
Theater in Hingham last 
weekend, sponsored by Sus- 
tainable South Shore and 
the South Shore “node” of 
350MA. Through stunning 
time-lapse photography the 
film documents the rapid 
retreat of glaciers in Green- 
land, Iceland and Alaska. 
We saw a chunk of glacier 
the size of Lower Manhat- 
tan splitting off and heaving 
itself into the ocean. We saw 
miles of rock and rubble 
where only a few years ago a 
glacier flowed. And we were 
told that though there are a 
few glaciers around the 
world that are growing, the 
rest are shrinking, and 
shrinking quickly. All this 
the result, need it be said, 
primarily of global warming 
and climate change caused 
by the release of tons of 
C02 and other greenhouse 
gases into the atmosphere 
by - us. 

When the house lights 
went up, the questions from 
the audience to glaciologist 
Sarah Das were mostly 
technical in nature. They 
were good questions from a 
curious, engaged audience. 
But I suspect that many in 
the audience shared, maybe 
with tears in their eyes, the 
same deep sadness, a kind 
of grief really, that I felt as I 
watched this inexorable 
loss. It is a sadness rooted 
in the knowledge that all

this was not just about gla- 
ciers; for we know that the 
melting of the glaciers is 
simply one of the more dra- 
matic symptoms of global 
climate change that is hav- 
ing an increasingly devas- 
tating effect on human be- 
ings too, as well as on just 
about every other form of 
life on this earth, this small 
planetary home we share. 

What then? How do we 
move beyond our sadness, 
our grief, even despair? 

We must change our fives 
- to begin with, consuming 
less in every way, from re- 
ducing energy use at home 
to traveling less. But, we 
must also change the lives 
of our political leaders, by 
showering them with de- 
mands to lead us toward a 
clean-energy economic sys- 
tem based on need, not 
greed. Further, we must 
change the lives of corpo- 
rate leaders too. If, for ex- 
ample, we are fortunate 
enough to have investments 
or if we are part of a pen- 
sion fund, we can divest or, 
in the case of pensions, de- 
mand divestment from 
stocks that are part of the 
fossil fuel industry; instead, 
such funds can be invested 
in socially responsible, 
clean-energy alternatives. 

Our Old Ship congrega- 
tion recently voted to divest 
our endowment in precisely 
this way. And by doing so 
we have become part of a 
national movement led by 
350.org and other climate 
change organizations, a 
movement that is encourag- 



ing religious bodies, univer- 
sities, foundations, and oth- 
ers to divest, thereby pres- 
suring the fossil fuel indus- 
try to change its ways. Is 
such divestment merely 
symbolic, as some would 
say? I would affirm that it is . 
indeed largely symbolic - 
but not merely. Symbols 
matter. Symbols - from na- 
tional flags to religious im- 
ages and everything in be- 
tween - do indeed motivate 
us human beings, can in 
fact change the world. 

All this said, whatever 
each of us chooses to do in 
response to the urgent crisis 
of climate change evoking 
feelings of sadness and grief 
as we watch a glacier melt- 
ing or a wildfire or hurri- 
cane raging or a coastal vil- 
lage flooding - we must do 
something. The next gener- 
ation is, as we might put it, 
watching us. And the next 
generation will surely ask of 
us: What were you doing 
when the symptoms of cata- 
strophic climate change be- 
came too obvious to ignore?

tic “ship’s knees” was the 
catalyst for a multi-agency 
effort in South Carolina that 
resulted in the South Caroli- 
na Historic Ships Supply 
Program (SCHSP). 

Some of the wood for the 
project was retrieved from a 
supply stored underwater 
since the Civil War. Truck- 
loads of trees from the 
South were sent to Massa- 
chusetts for the restoration, 
more than were needed for 
Old Ironsides. 

The work of the SCHSP 
continues in keeping stands 
of live oaks viable and mak- 
ing building materials for 
restorations available. 

In the 18th and 19th cen- 
turies, live oak trees found 
in the South were in de- 
mand, both in this country 
and in Europe, to make 
braces for the bottom of 
wooden ships and other 
uses where great strength 
and curved shapes were re- 
quired. 

These trees (Quercus vir- 
giniana ) are not actually 
oaks at all, hut belong to the 
beech family. Unseasoned 
live oak is easy to work with, 
but once dried it becomes as 
hard as iron. 

During the mid-nine- 
teenth century, iron hulls 
came into use, and the live 
oaks were no longer in de- 
mand. These trees were of- 
ten cut down to make roads 
and build bridges. 

When the Cohasset Sail- 
ing Club was designed, Ar- 
chitect Susan Hoadley of 
Hoadley Martinez Archi- 
tects saw many challenges. 

The building had to fit into
